AMENDMENTS TO THE ABSTRACT 

Please make the following amendments to the abstract: 

Oil burning lamps or e provid e d. An exemplary oil burning lamp comprises a reservoir 
configured for storing a supply of oih a base, a burner tube and a wick. The r e s e rvoir is 
configur e d for storing a supply of oil. The base is d e fin e s an int e rior and an op e ning, with th e 
op e ning communicating with th e int e rior and being sized and shaped to receive the reservoir 
such that th e r e servoir can b e placed within th e int e rior . The burner tube is movably mounted to 
the reservoir between a retracted position and an extended position. The burner tube has a first 
end, an opposing second end and at least one opening form e d b e tw ee n th e first end and the 
second e nd . In the retracted position, the both first e nd and the second ends are located within 
the reservoir. In the extended position, the first end is located within the reservoir, the second 
end is located outside the reservoir, and the at l e ast on e opening is located such that fragranced 
components of oil stored in the reservoir can be entrained by air and emanated from the base. 
The wick is mounted to the burner tube ^. Th e wick has a first e nd and a s e cond e nd, the first end 
of th e wick e xt e nding extends into the reservoir^ and the second e nd of the wick e xtending 
extends o utwardly from the second end of the burner tube. 
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
